Mr. .Foster explained that the men 


(Ilarlan and others) had a contract with 
Jefferson G. James to build a tirade nine 
feet wide at the top. That waa long be- 
fore the road was talked of being ac- 
cepted. But lately they went and wid- 
ened the top from nine to fifteen feet 
'solely on their own responsibility. He 
Itold them they were doing it at tlieir 
owu riek. lie was hot in favor of pay- 
ing tho bills presented, but thought that 
the men were entitled to some compen- 
sation for the* work they had done on 
the grade, which made it a matter of 
convenience to the traveling public. 


The question was finally postponed 


till the surveyor reports today atli p.m. 
There is little doubt that the bills, as 
•they stand, will be repudiated, but n 
compromise may be reached. If this 
ia done Jamison expects to get his work 
also paid for.

ast night by a RBPUIIMCAN reporter. 
le had been confined to his bed with 
ever in an up town lodging house, and 
s still sick though able to be about, 
lis name is Alfred W. Brooks, and he 
ias spent moat of his life on the aea, 
and ia now 50 years old. The story ol 
iia life as he tella it ia full of adventures 
>oth by aea and laud, for he has been a 
oldter as well as a sailor, and has 
ought in New Zealand, Chile and Cuba, 
lis present home ia in Los Angeles, 
where he has a wife and two step chil- 
dren. He saya he is very poor and 
worka at anything that presents itself. 


He was born at Wanstead, Essex 
ounty, England. His father was killed 
.t the siege of Sebastopol in Russia in 
854, and left a wife and two sous, and 


a" valuable estate. Soon after hia father's 
leath, Brooks left home at the age of 1C 
'ears, and went on board a ship, and 
lever saw his mother but once after- 
wards, and that when be was a man, 


nd only for a few hours. She had inar- 
ied William Wootton, a coachman. 
Ir. Brooks never saw his step father, 
ud thinks he had then came to Amer- 
ca, and GO far as the stepson waa con- 
erned he never knew much about 
Vootton, except that he drew money 
rotn his wife's estate, and she made 
revision for him as long as he should 
ve. 
In 1859 Brooks deserted from the 
lip and entered the New Zealand war. 
i one of the expeditions there he was 
ven up for loat, and word reached his 
oine that he had been shot. However, 
e escaped, and for six years drifted 
bout among the South Sea islands, 
isiting India, Australia and various 
ther countries. In 1807 ho went to 
hile and fought for the government on 
oard the warship Mcta Ora-. From 
lere he went to France with a cargo of 
uiaiio, and then it waa that he visited 
is old home and did not receive a wel- 
ome. 
He went to the Bermudas, from there 


o Cuba, and waa sown a prisoner of war, 
id was condemned to bo shot. There 
us a civil wilt; in Cuba at that time, 
o escaped by the aid of aome English- 
icn, and lied from Cuba on hoard a 
iip loaded with fruit bound for New 
ork. The ship was wrecked on an 
land and the crew remained there for 
long time. 
Brooks finally reached 


ew York, and concluded to try a new 
ne of action. He went to the Black 
ills at the time of the gold excitement, 
ut was driven out by tho Indians just 
eforo the Ouster massacre. 
About this time ho camu to California 
id shipped again as a sailor, and had 
any other ud ventures in 
distant 


laces. 
In 1883 his mother died and left n 
ill, by which she left her husband, 
'illiain Wooteu, all her property while 
e lived. He was to draw the interest 
n it, but was not to touch the prinei- 
al. At the death of William Wootton 


estate was to go to her two sons, 


Ifred W. Brooks and his brother, who 


now,

This Year's Taxes. 


County Auditor R. H. Auatm haa 


completed the tax books for this year, 
and has turned them over to the tax col- 
lector who will now begin the work of 
gathering together the sheckela. The 
work of making out the books was com- 
pleted on time. The amount of money 
to be collected in Fresno county is $421,- 
454.38, which falla abort of last year's 
budget nearly $150,000. The cause for 
this is that Madera county ie no longer a 
part of Fresno, that the assessment is 
lower than it was last year, there being 
a general reduction, and that the rate 
is lower. But the ac'.ual reason for the 
smaller amount of money ia that the 
county expects to get along on less. The 
court calendars are nearly bare of caeee. 
There are no expensive trials antici- 
pated, and there is dear sailing ahead. 
The taxes on the railroads are not in- 
cluded in the above total. If the rail- 
roads are asseaeednL^.OOO.OOO.thetaxes 
on this assessment will give something 
like $30,000 more to the countv. The 
amount of taxes levied outside of Fresno 
and Selma is $338,751.89; inside of these 
towns $N2,702.4'J.
